gnd the text: "ticncals xxxii, 25, '.Hi: 
"And when be saw that he prevailed 
not against him. he touched the hol¬ 
low of his thigh; and the hollow of Ja¬ 
cob's thigh was out of joint aa he 
wrestled with him. And lie said. Let 
me go. for the day breaketh. And he 
said. 1 will not let thee go except thou 
bless me.'' 

There is a cloud of dust from a trav¬ 
eling herd of cattle, and sheep, and 
goatn, und camels They are the pres- 
gal that Jacob sends to gain the good 
mill of his offended brother. That 
B ight Jacob halts by the brook Jab- 
t>„ii.

No shining ladder to let 
the angels down into his dream; but a 
severe struggle, that lusts until morn¬ 
ing. with an unknown visitor. They 
each try to throw the other. The un¬ 
known visitor, to reveal his su|wrior 
poivi-r, by a touch wreuohes Jacob's 
thigh lame from ila socket, perhaps 
maiming him for life.
